THE PUBLIC HEALTH BILL. 

To the Evitor of the ‘Cuma Main.” 

Hongkong, July 2nd, 1887. 
Srm,—Letters nd> editurials in the daily 
newapapers have ventilated ‘the Public 
Health Bil in a way not expeoted by its 
framers, and it ji now said that modificn~ 
tiuns will be made to meat sono of the ob- 
jectiona; thus tho Mumorial for postpone- 
ment has done some good. : 

Lottera from ‘Architect,’ § Bankor ‘and 
* Ratepayer,’ have ‘appeared, .and.if wo 
could get one from a Lawyer"and mother 
from a Sanitary Engineer, wo might yet 
find that there isno necessity for thia Bill 
at all, the authorities having already power 
to-deal with everything, by putting the 
preaunt Sanitary laws and Building Oi din- 
ances in force and seeing that they are 
faithfully carried out. o.. 

The matter of dredging the fordéshore has 
beon brouglit prominently to the front, and 
it-has beon suggested that Govnment 
should take it in hand, but if Government 
dues that, the expanse must come out of 
the -tazes, and it is not at all ‘oar that 
Governmeut ought to do it, certainly it ia 
not covenanted fur in the Crown Lonse, 

Tt is well known: that ‘every vcoupier of 
a house must keop the foot-path in front of 
it clean; why then shonld not this rule 
extend to the foreshore? [tas neither so 
difficult nor go expensive ao business as 
some people immine, for it’ can by done 
withont any moro wonderful engineering 
appliances than a cargo-boat with aroughly- 
constructed winch and an fron S000. 

What is really wanted ‘in this Colony is a 
‘Sanitary Eng nur,’ to relieve thit hard- 
worked (rflicial whe attempts to do every- 
thing himself, even, ib is said, ta governing 
the G.lony ; and then if ‘General Activity’ 
would take the- ‘chnfte’ and the Honour- 
ablo A, P. McBwun put his shouldur to the 
‘wheel’ with tho combined efforts. of the 
* Mixture of Medicine and Masonry! in the 
Sanitary Board, oll that is neccesary for 
tho Pudlic Health might. be accomplished

{We are afraid that ell the Marine Lot 
Holders would not egrey with our Corre- 
spondent in ‘the analogy which ho draws 
between keeping dean a foot-path in’ front 
of a house and tho dredging of the fore- 
shore of the floods of sewage and tho filthy 
accumulations of yeors..
